This 
area was, the writer 
understands, constructed 
for the bénefit of migrants 
who wanted “to buy 
houses. 

Civic Centre Estate area, 
Maidstone Street, Wren 
Street, Grieve Parade, 
Belmar Street, was put on 
the market in February, 
1959, for Calvin Estates 
Pty. Ltd. and sold for an 
average price of £1100 
($2200) per lot. 

South Lands Estate was 
sold for George Wimpey 


and Co. in 1963 for an 
average of £1250 ($2500) 
per lot. 

r All the foregoing- were 
sold by the well known 
firm of Willmore and Ran- 
dell. The Southiands. Es- 
tate is still in the process 
of development by G. 
Wimpey and Co., but 
sales are being handled 
by J. R. Buxton. 

Due to council policy 
the. street names on this 
and other new estates are 
usually those of early re- 
sidents and distinguished 
residents of present .day 
Altona. 

Turning to Altona 
North and East, most of 
the new estates have been
